PURPOSE & SCOPE: This exhibit illustrates the evolution of the rates, markings and services of the postal sys- 
tem of the United States from the perspective of the city of Hartford. After a brief introduction to Hartford’s pre 
-Federal postal history, the exhibit starts with the first U.S. Postal Act of 1792 and continues through 1897 
when Hartford opened its first branch office. 


ORGANIZATION & TREATMENT: The covers shown in this exhibit are generally arranged chronologi- 
cally, divided into sections corresponding to major rate changes. 


Each section begins with a section header and a rate chart. The section header is repeated in the upper 
left of subsequent pages, while a summary of the page will be found in the upper right. 


Both domestic mail and mail to foreign destinations are included. After each foreign mail treaty is in- 
troduced, corresponding mail is identified under the “Rate” description for subsequent covers. Simi- 
larly, after an introductory page, subsequent UPU mail is identified under the “Rate” description. 


The main story line is presented as double-line boxed text. Information about each item is in unboxed 
text, and historical notes are in italicized text. 


Special items in this exhibit are highlighted with a green matt. Bold text is used to highlight key information 
about an item.
